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THE NOTED KU KLUX KLAH. 



The Klan had a large membership; 
it exerted avast and terrifying power; 
but its infiueacc was never at any 
time dependent on, or proportioned 
to, its membership. It was in the 
rnj^stery in which the comparatively 
few enshrouded themselves. It is an 
error to suppose that entire male 
|K)pulation of the south were Ku Klnx, 
or even a majority of the people were 
privy to its secret and in sympathy 
with its extremest measures. To 
many of them, perhaps to a majority, 
the Kn Klux Klan was as vague, im- 
personal and mysterious as to the 
people of the north, or of England. 

One or two incidents will illustrate 
the methods resorted to, to play upon 
tho superstitions fears of the negroes 
and others. At the parade in Pulaski, 
while tho procession was passing a cor- 
ner en which a negro man was stand- 
ing, a tall horseman in hideous garb 
tumod aside from the line, dismount- 
ed, and stretched out his bridle-rein 
toward tho negro, as if he desired 
him to hold his horse. Not daring 
to refuse, the frightened African ex- 
tended his hand to grasp the rein. 
As he did so, tho Ku Klux took his 
own head from his shoulders and of- 
fered to place that also in the ottt- 
stretched hand. The negro stood 
not upon the order of going, but de- 
parted with a yell of terror. To this 
day he will tell yon: **Uedoneit, 
snail, boss. I seed him to do it," 
The gown wivs f^istened by a draw 
string over the top of the wearer's 
head. Over this was worn an artifi- 
cial skull, made of a large gourd or of 
pasteboard. Tliis, with the hat could 
be readily removed, and the man 
would then appear to l)0 headless. 

Such tricks gave riso to tho belief — 
still prevalent among the negroes — 
that the Ku Klux could take them- 
selves all to pieces whenever thoy 
wanted to. Some of the Ku Klux car- 
ried Bkeloton hands. Tliese were 
made of bone or wood, with a wrist or 
handle long enough to bo held in the 
hand, which was concealed by the 
sleeve of the gown. The possessor of 
one of these was invariably of a 
friendly turn, and offered to shake 
hands with alt he met, with what ef- 
fect may be readily imagined. A 
trick of frequent perpetration in the 
country was for a horseman, spectral 
and ghostly looking, to stop before 
the cabin oi some negro needing a 
wholesome impression, and call for a 
bucket of water. If a dipper or gourd 
was brought it was declined, and the 
bucketful of water demanded. As if 
consumed by raging thirst, the horse* 
man grasped it aud pressed it to his 
lips. He held it there till every drop 
of the water was poured into a gum or 
oiled sack concealed beneath the Ku 
Klnx robe. Then the empty bucket 
was returned to the amazed negro 
jMth the remark. **That's good. It 
is tho first drink of water 1 have had 
since I was killed at Shiloh." Then 
a few words of counsel as to further 
behavior made an impression not 
easily forgotten or likely to be disre- 
garded.

O0B Brookljn contemporary, in an 
alleged editorial, endeavors to per- 
goade it« readers that our recent 
article comparing the Providence with 
the Philadelphia Convention was aim- 
ed at PfCftident Tillinghaat and meant 
to be a personal thrast at him. We 
must disabuse the mind of our erring 
neighbor of any such impression. 
We have always met Mr. Tillingbast 
in the most friendly spirit, and ho has 
apparently reciprocated the feeling. 
In reference to his address, we said 
" it was a mere nothing.'* The gen- 
tleman who wrote it as well as our 
rea^lers who have read it, will concur 
with us in this. The proceedings of 
both conventions, as published in the 
JouBNAL or in the Leader , are of 
themselves sufficient to vindicate us of 
any imputations of partiality. The 
fact is, the New England Convention 
was not what it should have been. 
Mr. Tillinghast is not alone at fault 
for this. The members must bear 
their share of the blame. Some of the 
• most intelligent should have prepared 
topics for discussion that would benefit 
their class. It does not pay to hire a 
hall, pay the railroad fares and hotel 
bills of officers, and the expenses of 
advertising, etc., for the simple pur- 
pose of shaking hands, re electing 
officers, and then going home again. 
It neither pays the Association nor 
those who may attend the meeting. 
Most of the deaf mutes have no money 
to throw away, and it is an injustice 
to them to expect that they shall go to 
great expense for what will prove of 
no earthly benefit to them or to any 
one else. In order to preserve its 
dignity, in order that the hearing 
public may view the deaf and dumb 
with feelings of respect, it is necessary 
that all their conventions shall have 
some definite object in view when they 
assemble. The editor of the Leader 
knows only too well that the reporters 
of the Providence papers ridiculed the 
proceedings, although their brief re 
ports contained nothing offensive, and 
this may be due to sympathy rather 
than respect* The New England Gal- 
laudet Association has been in ex- 
istence thirty years, and yet is surpass- 
es! in every respect by an association 
of Pennsylvania mutes that was 
organized jast three years ago. It is 
never too late to learn, and we trust 
the New England Ansociation will not 
be foolish enough to let their pride 
blind them to the lesson which the re- 
cent meeting has taught them. Per 
haps, in the cq^, the present experi- 
ence will prove to be worth more than 
they paid fof it This is the plain 
English of the whole matter. We 
are earuest at all times in our efforts 
to do the greatest good to the great- 
est number. We are actuated by 
higher motive! than were personal 
friendship or personal antagonism. 
The JoiJBNAL has done much for the 
New England Oallandet Association. 
It will do still more. Jiut, to accom- 
plish this, we require a exmtinuance of 
the confidence and esteem of all deaf- 
mutes in the New England States. It 
nee^Is only their earnest co-opera- 
tion to make future conventions both 
valuable and beneficial to all who may

[>ort it and herself. The writer asked 
her if sfie was a peddler, and after 
some minutes' hesitation she admitted 
selling alphabet cards. This renund 
ed the writer, and lie asked her if 
she was working for J. M. T. Davis. 
At first she denied it, but finally con- 
fessed. She spoke very bitterly 
against the Dkaf-Mijtks' Journal, 
wJiich, hIjo says, prints many mis- 
statements concerning herself and J. 
M. T. Davis. Slie asked the writer 
what, right the deaf-mute community 
had to try to interfere with their busi- 
ness.

Mr. Archie Woodside, of Pittsburg, 
Pa., the Vice President of the I'enn 
sylvania J>eaf-Mute Association, is a 
very affable gentleman.

" Tliirt morning^ the Deaf and Dumb 
Institution 0|)ene<l its doors to the 
roturning pupils, and extended a we) 
oome to incoming scholars, old and 
new. Dr. Pratt was found in his 
office, busily engaged in tho work 
natnnilly (u>nHoqnent U[)on the* open 
ing of as an I'xtensivo institution 
as that which ho han in (shargf*. 
He kintlly volunteered to show all 
the im[)rovemenls and changes that 
had been made. Tin* j)rincipal thing 
to be noticed was the tastefully 
decorated recicption rooms which have 
been newly papered this year. The 
Superintendent's office, Steward's office 
and halls have been furnished with 
beautiful earpetn, which adds greatly 
to the already pleasant appearance of 
the rooniK and hall. In addition to 
thin, muny of tluj walls have been 
j>ainted and kalsomined, so that they 
now [iresent an appearance of clean - 
liiH'SH and attractiveness, which makes 
them agreeable to the eyes of the 
observer. 

** One of the most imi)ortant and 
necessnry improvements is that of 
building a long veranda on the east 
si<le, imnuMliately oulKidu of the boys' 
study room, which gives them a 
])romenade seven feet wide by about 
seventy in length. This addition 
might be called a 'Hhree decker," as 
sma!U;r verjinduhs are to bo built 
immediately above from tlie second 
and third stories.

A similar structure 
will be built on the girls' side as soon 
as this is finished. Tiie boys* study 
room has been divided by a |>artition 
running through tho center of the 
room. The large boys will hereafter 
have the east and the smaller tho west 
h il f. Dr. Pratt expects u largo attend 
ance — about 400 — of whom fift-y-seven 
are new ap])lieants. 

Several changes have? taken place in 
the cfjrps (»f instructors. The vacancy

Editor Joubnai. : — Having had no 
chance to speak on the platform at the 
late Convention of the New England 
Gallaudet Association, held at Provi- 
dence, R. I., in reviewing President 
Tillinghast*8 doings, the waiter of this 
thinks it not amiss to send the follow- 
ing to your paper. 

In 1876, at Salem, Mass., there were 
only about forty persons present at 
the convention. The above gentle- 
man did not seek tho office, but know- 
ing that all was confusion, he accepted 
on condition that thoy would give him 
a good board of officers. There was 
then no record for twenty years past — 
no funds ; no list of officers, or of the 
places wdiere conventions had been 
held. President TiUinghast went to 
work and brought order out of con- 
fusion. 

Now, mark, from a small attendarice 
of about forty at Salem what it has 
been ever since. Tho society has now 
over 100 members. Also had it not 
been for him, that $500 would have 
been lost to the society. It has been 
out of debt ever since hn was elected. 
Your records have been kept up. 
Your treasurer was put under bonds — 
a thing that had never boon done be- 
fore. Tho Constitution and By-Laws 
had never been obeyed before as they 
now are. 

On taking office Mr. TiUinghast met 
with enough to discourage any man. 
There was trouble all along until the 
last two years, which, 1 learn, have 
been the easiest of all. At tlie Board 
meeting he stated he felt much on 
couraged by tho harmony then exist- 
ing and wished to do more for the 
society. 

You will recollect that very soon 
after the last convention iield at Nor- 
wich, Conn., ho lost his wife, a most 
estimable woman. She had been a 
great help and comfort to him. 

Now, after all those things, I ask 
yon a candid question : Is ho not en- 
titled to your continued confidence t 
Ho took the place under the most 
trying circumstances, gave us the 
benefit of his time and experience, and 
secured for us tho fund which we w^ere 
in great danger of losing. He watch 
ed the society, cared for it, helped us 
through nine years of trying tinues, 
save this the last one, which he ad- 
mff^ has been one of ease. He has 
charged us nothing for postage, noth- 
ing for his time and service and has 
furnished tlu? money to pay for print- 
ing our Constitution and also paid 
some Board meeting expenses, so as 
not to disturb the interest on tho fund, 
and for all this he has not even been re- 
membered by a vote of thants. 

To tell the trnth, I have known him 
many years, and long enough lo give an 
honest und impartial opinion, lie has 
a benevolent disposition^and a heart 
for any good object when it runs in a 
right direction, and is an enemy to all 
wicked, mean and selfish ends. These 



Tang-Kang is a 
scarcely fifty miles south-east of 
Taiwan too. ^It is on tho sea-coast, at 
tho mouth of a large river or estuary, 
and tlic high hills of South Formosa 
arc distinctly visible from it. Yet, 
while its surroundings are thus 
pleasing, the village itself has no 
beauty, and few ndornmcnts. The 
residents number from four to i\\Q^^ 
thousand ; ii large proportion of them 
are fishermen, mostly very poor. The 
Church was planted there at an early 
period in tho Formosau mission. Kl 
first both native preachers and con- 
verts mot with much opposition and 
persecution ; and even now the 
majority of the villagers are '* joined 
to their idols,'* but our lloavcnly 
Father, in His mercy, has not yet re- 
moved the light from their midst, or 
said : ** Let them alone.*' 

A recent event has shaken the be- 
lief in false gods in tho minds of not 
a few. On a prominent site on the 
sea-shore a large and important tem- 
ple had been built — the shrino of the 
popular idol. Last year tho high 
flood-tides destroyed part of this 
temple, greatly to the dismay of the 
worshippers, wdio thought that the 
foundations of the shrine of their 
favorite god could never be destrovcd. 
The villagers at once subscribed 
money and had the temple restored, 
but during this year the floods again 
overthrow more of it than before. 
When I was in Tang-Kang a few 
weeks *ago, the temple was still un- 
repaired, as its guardians could not 
decide whether or not it should be re- 
moved to another site. Some of the 
worshippers began to doubt the power 
of an idol who could not defend his 
own temple, and they are more willing 
to learn about the true God, ''who 
dwelleth not .in temples naado with 
hands'' and whose worship is ** in 
spirit and in truth." 
^^When I visited this station in Sep- 
tember last, the case of a deaf and 
dumb lad interested me. 

1 saw him first on the Saturday, 
waiting, along with other patients, 
to be prescribed for Kah-In, the hos- 
pital dispenser. 

Attracted by his eager and interest- 
ed look, 1 maae intpiiries about him, 
and learned, to my regret, that he was 
deaf and dumb. He was suffering 
from disease of tho eye, and had been 
coming for several days for treatment. 
He had brought his aged father, who 
also had cye-diseaso, and indeed was 
almost blind. This heathen lad had, 
by signs, been made to understand tho 
folly and sin of idolatry, and of super- 
stitious rites. Ono day ho appeared 
with a more tluvn ordinarily eager 
beaming countenance, and went for- 
ward to the preacher. Attached by a 
cord round his nock ho wore a small 
piece of red cloth, made into the form 
of alitlle bag. This was a ** charm*' 
to ward off evil. Such ''charms" are 
univcrsiilly used by the heathen Chi- 
nese. He deHberatoly took oft this 
little red bag and handed it to the 
preacher, tolling him b^ signs that he 
would not wear it again. This red 
bag is now in my possession. It is of 
no intrinsic value, but it lias to mo 
great value, for it tolls of tho 
triumph of light over darkness in the 
heart of that heathen lad. The spell 
of idolatry mis for him brokeii, 1 liope, 
forever. ^JSext day (Lord's 'Day) he 
appeared in chapel. How strange it 
was to watch him sitting as an atten- 
tive listener, and knowing that he 



preacher, by signs, found out what 
was troubling him. His father was 
angry that ho had cast off the 
*' charm," and had determined that 
he should visit one of the temples 
with him that afternoon, and offer 
incense. The hid refused to go, and 
tried in vain to dissuade his father 
from his purpose. He w^as now dis- 
tressed that his father should continue 
so *^ hard of heart," and refuse to wor- 
ship the true God. 

How much of the truth this poor 
lad understands we cannot tell. But 
\yhat a contrast between some Eng- 
lish boys and this pooi deaf and 
dumb lad, reared in tho midst of 
heathen darkness and superstition, 
but now, in the face of the greatest 
difMculties, trying to learn the truth. 

To whom God has given much, of 
them will He rciiuirc tho more— 
Messenger,

In China the four *'mosh precious 
things" are the paper-phinf, ink and 
itn mvucer, and the hrush. 

Tlie hornet, whoso sharp sci ng \a 
the terror of chihlrcn, is the recog- 
nized pioneer of paper-makers. Its 
celhilar nest, on iroes and rocks, is 
hnilt of material which resembles the 
most delicate tissue-paper. 

Eighteen hundred years ago, the 
Chinese, acting upon tlic wasp's sug- 
gestion, made pa{)er from fibrous mat- 
ter reduced to pulp. Now, each 
province makes its own peculiar 
variety from the innermost liark of 
different trees. The young bamboo, 
which grows six or eight inclios in a 
single night, is whitened, reduced to 
pulp in a mortar, and sized with 
alum. From this pulp sheets of 
paper arc made in a mold by hand. 
The celebrated Chinese rice paper, 
tiiat 80 resembles woolen and silk 
fabrics, and on which arc j»aintcd 
quaint birds and flowers, is rnanufuc- 
tured from com|>re8sed pith, which is 
first cut sf)i rally, by a keen knife, 
into thin slices, six inches wide and 
twice as long. Immense qtiantities of 
paper arc used by the Chinese for a 
'^'■-Ht variety of purposes. Funeral 
'rrs, or paper imitations of earthly 
fjungs which they desire to bestow 
on departed friends, arc burned ovei- 
their graves, 7'hcy use paper 
window-frames, paper sliding-aoors, 



and paper visiting-cards a yard long. 
It is related that when a distinguished 
representative of the British Covcrn- 
ment once visited Pekin, several 
servants brought him a huge roll, 
which, when spread out over the large 
floor, proved to be the visiting-card of 
the Chinese Emperor, — From Paper:

If taken 
vvery morning boffU'o breakfast, 
increasing the quantity gradually to 
a toapoonful of salt and a tumbler of 
water, it will in a few days cure any 
ordiuiiry case of dyspepsia, if, at the 
same time, duo attention is }>aid to 
the diet. There is no better remedy 
than the above for constipation. As 
a garglo for sore throat it is equal to 
chlorate of potash and is entirely saf(». 
It may bo used as often as desired, 
and if a littlo is swallowed each time 
it will be beneficial to the throat by 
cleansing it and allaying irritation. 
In doses of one f-o four teaspoon fula 
\u half ik pint to a ])int of tepid water, 
it acts promptlv as an cm otic; and in 
cases of poisoning is always at hand. 
It is an excellent remedy for bites and 
stings of insects. It is a Taluablo 
,'istringcnt in hemorrhages, particular- 
ly of bleeding after the extraction of 
toeth. It has both cleansing and 
hoiiling properties, and is therefore a 
most excellent ap}ilicafion for super- 
ficial ulcerations. 

Mustard is anotlior valuable reme- 
dy. No family should bo without it. 
Two or three tf^'ispoonfuls of ground 
muHtard stirred into half a pint of 
water acts as an emetic very 
promptly, and is milder and casif^r to 
take thah salt and water. Equal 
parts of ground mustard and moal,- 
made into paste with warm wafer, 
and spread on a thin pioco of muslin, 
with another pioco of muslin laid ovt^r 
it, forms the often indisponnablo 
'* mustard pljvstor." It is almost a 
specific for colic, when !ipj)]ied for a 
few moments over the ** pit of the 
stomach." For all internal pains and 
congestions, there is no remedy of 
such general utility. It acts as a 
counter irrilant by drawing the blood 
to the Hurfaco ; h(;nce, in fovoro cases 
of crou]> a small mustard pi aster 
should be ap|*liod to the back of the 
clnld's nock. The same troatmont 
will relievo almost imy case of head- 
ache. A mustard plaster should be 
moved about over the place to ho act- 
ed upon, for if left too long in one 
phuJe it is liable to blister. A mus- 
tard j)!asf/ t ' well when at a con- 
siderable ' from the afToctod 
part. An excellent substitute for 
musfard plaster, is what is known as 
"Mustard Leaves." Thoy come a 
dozen in a box, and anj about four or 
five inches in size. They arc perfect- 
ly dry and will keep for a long time. 
K)r use it is only necessary to dip one 
in a dish of water for a moment and 
tlion apply it. 

Comrno?! baking st^da is the host of 
all remedies in cases of scalds and 
burns, ft may be used o^n the sur- 
face of tfie burned place either dry or 
wot. When applied promptly the 
sense of relief is magical. It seems to 
withdraw the boat and wifJi it fho 
pain, and the healing process soon 
commences. It is the best applica- 
tion for erujaions cfiusod by jjoison 
ivy and other poisonous plants, as also 
for bites and stings of insects. — JlalVs 
Journal of Ueallh,

In tho morning 
it can be brushed off and iho spot will 
have diHa[»poarod, bnt a ronownl of 1 ho 
op<'ration may bo necessary if the oil 
mark is old.
